Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  hav-e  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  Report  on  the 
Divisional  Health  and  Welfare  bervices  for  the  year  I960. 

The  year  under  review  has  been  another  very  busy  one  and 
in  most  areas  in  the  Division  the  demands  on  the  various 
services  have  been  greater  than  during  previous  years. 

Full  details  concerning  the  work  carried  out  by 
the  various  services  will  be  found  in  the  body  of  the  report. 

The  expansion  of  Kirkby  has  continued  to  bring  with  it 
increased  responsibilities  and  problems,  not  least  of  these 
being  staffing  difficulties  in  the  Midwifery  service. 

During  the  year  there  was  a  change  in  the  administration 
of  certain  Health  and  welfare  functions  as  a  result  of  delegated 
powers  being  granted  to  Huyton-with-Roby  U.D.C.  This  delegation 
became  operative  on  1st  April,  i960. 

A  notable  occurrence  during  the  year  was  the  coming  into 
operation  of  the  remainder  of  the  Mental  Health  Act,  1959,  the 
general  principles  of  which  provide  for  the  re-orientation  of 
the  Mental  Health  Services  away  from  Institutional  Care  towards 
Community  and  Domiciliary  Care.  In  this  respect  the  provision 
of  a  Combined  Junior  and  Adult  Training  Centre  in  Huyton,  which 
should  be  completed  during  1961,  will  have  a  big  part  to  play. 

The  Home  Help  Service  completed  another  busy  year  and,  as 
in  the  past,  a  large  amount  of  the  work  carried  out  was  amongst 
the  aged  and  infirm. 

I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  has  been  a  further  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  but  this 
number  is  still  below  a  satisfactory  level.  There  has,  however, 
been  a  slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  children  vaccinated 
against  Smallpox. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  of  Schoolchildren  has  been  actively 
carried  out  and  an  increased  number  of  children  were  vaccinated 
during  the  year. 

Reference  is  made  later  in  the  report  to  the  County  Council 
Scheme  for  the  Care  of  the  Aged  in  their  own  Homes. 

The  Chiropody  Service,  which  commenced  in  the  County  in 
January,  i960,  has  expanded  rapidly  throughout  the  area.  The 
service  is  provided  both  directly  by  the  Divisional  Health 
Committee  and  by  Voluntary  Associations  who  were  already 
providing  treatment  when  the  County  Council  scheme  came  into 
operation.  In  all,  8I4-6  patients  were  treated  during  the  year. 

There  has  been  much  activity  in  connection  with  the 
Welfare  of  Handicapped  Persons  and  further  data  will  be  found 
in  the  body  of  the  report. 
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Meetings  for  the  purpose  of  co-ordinating  the  activities 
of  all  those  concerned  with  problem  Families  and  children  who 
may  he  neglected  or  ill-treated  have  been  held  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  the  Division. 

I  wish  to  acknowledge  once  again  the  loyal  help  and  co¬ 
operation  of  all  members  of  the  Divisional  Staff,  lay,  medical 
and  nursing. 

I  should  also  like  to  acknowledge  the  assistance  which  has 
been  available  at  all  times  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  and  his  staff  at  Preston. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  the  Divisional  Health  Committee 
for  their  continued  help  and  encouragement  during  the  year.

&  These  are  the  figures  for  the  period  1st  January,  I960, 
to  31st  March,  i960.  These  clinics  were  delegated  to  Huy ton  Urban 
District  on  1st  April,  I960. 
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Attendances  at  Child  elfare  Centres  showed  a  decrease 
compared  with  previous  years,,  there  being  a  total  of  42,740 
attendances  as  against  46,838  in  1959. 

The  population  at  Kirkby  continues  to  increase  and  also 
there  is  a  significant  population  increase  taking  place  at  Halewood. 

Proprietary  milk  foods  and  vitamin  products  are  available 
at  reduced  prices  to  those  'who  are  regular  attenders  at  the  Centres, 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  National  Dried  Milk, 
Orange  Juice,  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Vitamin  Tablets  to  be  made  available 
at  local  Clinics. 

Clerks,  appointed  on  a  sessional  basis,  attend  at  eleven 
Child  welfare  Centres  for  the  distribution  of  Welfare  Poods,  and 
also  four  shops  distribute  the  foods.  In  Knowsley,  one  householder 
operates  the  scheme. 

During  the  twelve  months  from  January  to  December,  I960,

Specialist  Obstetricians  attend  these  Clinics,  which  are 
also  staffed  by  Health  Visitors  and  Midwives. 
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No  separate  post-natal  clinics  are  held,  hut  arrangements 
are  made  hy  which  patients  may  attend  the  routine  Ante-Natal  Clinic s. 
Mothers  are  also  encouraged,  where  necessary,  to  attend  their  own 
family  doctors. 

At  Kirkby,  all  the  General  Practitioners  hold  their  own 
Ante-Natal  Clinics  which  are  attended  hy  the  Domiciliary  Midwives. 
This  system  continues  to  work  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner  and  has 
resulted  in  an  excellent  relationship  between  doctors  ana  midwifery 
staff.  Ante-Natal  Clinics,  held  at  Broad  Lane  and  Richard  Hesketh 
Drive  Clinics  in  Kirkby,  are  also  available  to  the  family  doctors 
and  their  patients. 

Every  effort  is  made  to  proviue  instruction  in  mothercraft 
to  those  attending  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics.  This  is  carried  out  by 
means  of  talks,  discussion  groups,  demonstrations  and  the  showing 
of  film  strips. 

By  arrangement  with  the  St.  Helens  County  Borough  Council, 

58  expectant  mothers  attended  the  Ante-Natal  Clinics  in  that  County 
Borough  as  a  matter  of  convenience. 

DENTAL  CARE. 


Dental  facilities  are  available  to  expectant  mothers, 
nursing  mothers  and  young  children  at  Clinics  in  Huyton,  Prescot, 
Kirkby,  Rainford  and  hidnes. 

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  L. B. Corner,  the  Principal  School 
Dental  Officer,  for  the  following  report  on  the  Dental  Services 
in  the  Division; - 

Widnes. 


Once  again  staffing  of  the  dental  section  presented  a  major 
problem  during  i960.  Mr.  Silcock,  after  some  30  years  of  devoted 
service  to  the  schoolchildren  of  Jidnes,  retired  in  July.  Advertise¬ 
ments  produced  only  one  enquiry  and  that  from  the  ^.rea  Dental 
Officer  in  Education  Division  17.  The  transfer  to  iidnes  of  that 
officer  became  effective  on  1st  July,  i960,  but  he  resigned  as  from 
31st  October  on  being  appointed  Principal  Dental  Officer  to  the 
County  Borough  of  St.  Helens.  following  this  officer* s  withdrawal 
from  the  service  after  only  four  months,  the  total  available  staff 
amounted  to  one  part-time  officer  giving  four  sessions  per  week. 
However,  continuation  of  the  Service  was  ensured  by  drafting  in 
help  from  other  parts  of  the  County  area. 


The  following  table  indicates  the  amount  of  treatment 
carried  out  and,  whilst/  differing  little  from  the  previous  year, 
it  mil  be  noted  that  the  matter  of  dental  inspection  in  schools 
still  remains  a  problem.

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare. 

It  is  in  this  section  of  the  treatment  of  dental  defects 
where  the  results  of  the  changes  mentioned  above  are  most  notice¬ 
able.  The  dental  service  depends  upon  medical  reference  for 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  patients ,  but  it  must  be  said  that, 
particularly  where  there  is  a  shortage  of  staff,  and  a  period  of 
waiting  and  delay,  there  is  a  tendency  for  these  patients  to  avoid 
dental  inspections  and  treatment.  Whilst  the  aim  is  always  to 
provide  dental  examination  and  treatment  for  the  maximum  numbers, 
an  essential  is  an  adequate  and  stable  staff  with  sufficient  time 
to  follow  up  cases  in  this  category.

The  year’ s  operation  of  the  dental  clinic  may  be  summarised 
by  saying  that,  apart  from  the  loss  of  a  valuable  full  time  officer 
the  dental  services  followed  fairly  closely  the  pattern  of  previous 
years.  The  main  need  remains  for  the  attraction  of  dental  staff  so 
that  expansion  of  the  service  may  be  achieved  in  accordance  with 
County  Council  policy.  Until  a  minimum  of  annual  inspection  and 
a  six  monthly  offer  of  treatment  is  available,  no  dental  service 
can  be  said  to  completely  fulfil  its  functions  but  the  position  in 
the  local  Authority v s  Dental  Services  throughout  the  country  is, 
with  few  exceptions,  the  same  as  that  obtaining  locally.  Only  a 
complete  and  settled  staff  can  carry  out  an  effective  service  for 
patients.

Though  help  from  the  Executive  No.  16.  area  was  given  to 
Widnes  during  the  year,  a  slight  improvement  in  the  Xirkby  staffing 
arrangement  helped  to  maintain  an  overall  average.

The  term  •'•premat ureiJ  is  used  in  respect  of  infants  whose 
hirth  weight  is  5i  lhs.  or  less. 

During  the  year  349  premature  infants  were  horn  to  mothers 
normally  resident  in  this  Division.  Of  these,  245  were  horn  in 
Hospitals  or  Nursing  Homes. 


During  the  previous  year  there  were  379  premature,  hirths 
and  of  those,  262  were  horn  in  Hospitals  or  Maternity  Homes.

Every  effort  is  made  to  reduce  the  incidence  of  premature 
hirths  hy  encouraging  expectant  mothers  to  attend  ^nte-Natal 
Clinics  in  order  that  any  abnormalities  can  he  detected  and  treat¬ 
ment  carried  out  without  delay. 

To  minimise  the  number  of  deaths  from  prematurity,  every 
endeavour  is  made  for  home  nursing  to  he  carried  out  at  as  high  a 
level  of  efficiency  as  possible. 

The  importance  of  every  attention  being  directed  to  the 
reduction  of  deaths  from  prematurity  cannot  he  over-emphasised  as 
sucn  deaths  constitute  the  commonest  group  of  deaths  amongst 
infants  under  the  age  of  one  year. 
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OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM „  PEMPHIGUS  NEONATORUM , 

AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA 


No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  or  Pemphigus  Neonatorum 
were  reported  during  the  year. 

63  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia,  which  is  defined  as  a  rise 
in  temperature  within  certain  limits,  after  child-birth,  were 
notified  during  the  year.  None  was  serious. 

ILLEGITIMATE  CHILDREN 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  have  made  arrangements  with 
Voluntary  Associations  for  Moral  Welfare  for  the  admission  of 
mothers  and  babies  to  Homes  administered  by  these  bodies. 

During  the  year,  30  expectant  mothers  from  this  Division 
were  admitted  to  such  Homes,  compared  with  45  during  1959. 

DAY  NURSERIES. 


At  the  end  of  I960,  one  Day  Nursery  was  being  administered 
by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee.  This  is  situated  in  Prescot 
and  provides  accommodation  for  70  children  from  the  age  of  nine 
months  to  five  years.  Those  situated  in  Huyton  were  administered 
by  this  Division  until  31st  March,  i960,  when  they  were  delegated 
to  the  Huyton  Health  Department.

To  supply  the  needs  of  social  cases  in  Kirkby,  where 
admission  of  children  on  social  grounds  was  regarded  as  necessary, 
arrangements  were  approved  by  the  Divisional  Health  Committee  for 
transport  to  be  made  available  for  such  children  to  be  taken  to 
the  Huyton  Day  Nurseries.  This  continues  by  arrangement  with  the 
Huyton  Health  Department. 

Medical  Supervision  of  the  Nurseries  has  been  maintained  by 
Assistant  Divisional  Medical  Officers. 
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Prescot  Day  Nursery  and  two  of  the  Huyton  Day  Nurseries  are 
approved  hy  the  Ministry  of  Health  as  training  Nurseries  for  Nursery 
Students  and  during  the  year  2  Nursery  Students  were  in  training  and 
1  pre-student. 

During  I960,  one  student  sat  the  examination  for  the  National 
Nursery  Examination  Board  Certificate  for  Nursery  Nurses  and  she  was 
successful. 

Facilities  continue  to  he  made  available  to  the  local  schools 
for  the  older  girls  to  attend  for  training  in  mothercraft. 

NURSERIES  AND  CHILD  MINDERS ?  REGULATIONS  ACT.  1948 . 

This  Act  requires  the  registration  of  Factory  Nurseries  and 
persons  engaged  in  child  minding.  There  are  no  factory  nurseries 
in  this  Division.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  no  person  was  actually 
engaged  in  child  minding.

During  the  year,  there  were  4? 11 2  live  births  and  115  still¬ 
births  of  which  1,750  were  domiciliary.  During  the  previous  year 
there  we re  4*963  live  births  and  130  stillbirths  and  of  those  2,128 
were  domiciliary. 

Five  of  our  Midwives  are  approved  as  Teachers  by  the  Central 
Midwives  Board  and  during  the  year  they  have  been  responsible  for 
the  training  of  15  students.

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During  the  year  visits  have  "been  paid  to  the  Mi&wives  by  the 
County  Supervisor  and  her  Deputy,  who  are  also  available  to  advise 
the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  on  any  technical  problems.  Their 
assistance  during  the  year  has  been  very  much  appreciated. 

Medical  Aid  was  sought  hy  Midwives  on  298  occasions  during 
the  year  I960. 

Owing  to  the  steady  increase  in  the  population  in  Kirkby, 
together  with  its  very  high  "birth  rate,  and  coupled  with  the 
difficulty  in  appointing  an  adequate  number  of  domiciliary  midwives, 
it  has  "been  another  difficult  year  for  the  midwives  practising  in 
the  Kirkhy  area  and  I  must  acknowledge  the  very  willing  way  in’ 
which  they  have  carried  out  their  duties. 

During  the  year  a  Hostel  for  Pupil  Midwives  was  opened  in 
Kirkhy  catering  for  six  pupil  midwives.  These  pupils  assist  the 
Midwives  in  their  day  to  day  work  during  their  three  months 
residence.  Owing  to  the  husy  nature  of  the  area,  they  gain 
invaluable  experience  at  the  same  time  being  of  the  greatest 
assistance  to  the  Domiciliary  Midwives. 

I  also  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  the  very  close  co-operation 
we  have  had  from  general  practitioners  in  the  area.

DOMICILIARY  CONFINEMENTS 


At  the  request  of  Hospitals’  Out-Patients’  Departments,  visits 
were  paid  to  the  homes  and,  after  investigation,  recommendations  were 
made  to  the  hospitals  concerned.

HEALTH  VISITING 

The  establishment  of  Health  Visitors  for  this  Division  is  53. 
At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number  employed  was  30  full-time 
and  one  part-time  Health  Visitor. 

Health  Visitors  are  also  School  Nurses  and  devote  approxi¬ 
mately  one  half  of  their  time  to  each  of  the  two  services-.-  In  this 
way  continuity  of  supervision  is  maintained  throughout  the  different 
stages  of  child  development  and  a  more  personal  interest  is  possible 
in  the  care  of  families. 
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The  National  Health  Service  .Act  has  extended  the 
responsibilities  of  the  Health  Visitor,,  so  that  in  addition  to  the 
welfare  of  mothers  and  children,  she  has  become  responsible  for 
the  care  of  the  family  as  a  whole. 

As  a  result  of  the  liaison  with  the  hospital  authorities, 
particularly  concerning  patients  requiring  a  measure  of  supervision 
following  discharge,  many  adults  and  children  received  special 
visits  during  the  year. 

The  Health  Visitors  have  also  worked  closely  with  the 
inspectors  of  the  National  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty 
to  Children,  and  with  the  Children'1  s  Department. 

Extra  attention  continued  to  be  paid  to  the  supervision  of 
problem  families  during  the  year  and  further  information  concerning 
this  aspect  of  their  work  will  be  referred  to  later  in  the  report. 
At  the  same  time,  much  of  their  energy  has  been  concentrated  on  the 
needs  of  old  people. 

Three  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  are  also  on  the  staff  of 
the  Division  and  work  in  close  conjunction  with  the  Chest  Clinics 
administered  by  the  local  Hospital  Management  Committee.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  22  whole-time 
District  Nurses  employed  solely  on  Home  Nursing.  Two  District  Nurse/ 
Midwives  and  two  State  Enrolled  Nurses  were  also  employed. 

As  in  the  case  of  Midwives,  the  Nursing  Superintendent  on  the 
staff  of  the  County  Medical  Officer,  pays  periodic  supervisory  visits 
of  inspection  to  the  nursing  staff,  and  is  available  to  give  advice 
on  the  technical  and  general  aspects  of  their  work.  Her  assistance 
has  been  invaluable. 

The  amount  of  work  carried  out  by  District  Nurses  during  the 
year  has  decreased  compared  with  the  previous.  A  Total  of  3,031 
cases  were  attended  as  against  4,530  during  1959.  This  decrease  is 
■mainly  due  to  the  delegation  of  this  service  to  the  Huyton  Health 
Department. 


74,798  visits  were  carried  out  compared  with  93,152  during 

1959. 

The  complexity  and  extent  of  the;  day  to  day  work  of  the 
District  Nurse  is  not  fully  appreciated.  In  particular,  her  con¬ 
tribution  to  the  care  and  supervision  of  the  aged  sick  has  become 
more  and  more  significant.

Immunisation  is  carried  out  at  Clinics,  Schools  and  by 
General  Practitioners  throughout  the  Division.  Diphtheria  and 
Whooping  Cough  Immunisation  are  nov/  available  in  one  of  three 
forms  -  either  alone,  combined  together,  or  by  use  of  a  Triple 
Vaccine,  which  provides  protection  against  './hooping  Cough, 
Diphtheria  and  Tetanus. 

DI PHTHLRIA  IMMUNI SaTION 


In  the  Autumn  of  I960,  there  was  a  very  large  demand  for 
Diphtheria  Immunisation  following  some  cases  of  Diphtheria  in  the 
neighbouring  area.  This  necessitated  the  provision  of  special 
immunisation  sessions  and  the  re-organisation  of  routine  clinic 
work,  causing  an  increased  burden  on  clinic  staffs.  Whilst  one 
is  always  grateful  when  the  general  public  request  immunisation, 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  they  do  so  in  conditions  of  panic, 
demanding  immediate  immunisation  in  such  numbers  that  it  disrupts 
the  normal  work  of  the  clinics  in  other  spheres. 

The  total  number  of  children  immunised  for  the  first  time 
during  1960„ was  4,897  which  was  a  further-  increase  compared 'With 
the  previous  year.  3,553  children  received  “Booster"  inoculations.

With  the  growth  of  the  population  'in  the  Kirkby  area,  an 
increasing  number  of  Mental  Defectives  have  come  under  Statutory 
Supervision. 

Close  co-operation  was  maintained  between  the  Divisional 
Health  Service  and  the -Local  Education  authorities.  It  is  still 
not  possible  for  all  defectives  requiring  Institutional  Care  to 
be  admitted  to  the  appropriate  institution  and  this  leaves  the 
problem  of . endeavouring  to  obtain  short-stay  periods  during  the 
summer  months,  either  at  institutions  or  other  voluntary  homes 
in  order  to  relieve  the  parents  of  their  responsibilities  whilst 
they  have  a  break  or  a  holiday.  It  is  difficult  to  describe  the 
domestic  upheaval  and  the  mental  suffering  created  in  families 
who  have  to  cope -with  these  cases. 

I  regret  that  the  improvement  in  admissions  to  Institutions 
reported  last  year,  has  not  been  maintained.

PREVENTION  OF  ILLNESS  -  CARE  AND  ,-JFTDR-CARD 

This  includes  health  education  and  propaganda  of  an  advisory 
nature  and  forms  one  of  the  important  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor. 

Continued  attention  has  been  paid  during  the  year  to  the 
development  of  talks,  and  demonstrations  at  Ante-Natal  Clinics  and 
Child  Welfare  Centres. 

Lectures  have  also  been  given  during  the  year  by  the 
Divisional  Medical  Staff  to  Parent  Teacher  Associations  and  other 
similar  bodies  and  these  nave  been  supplemented,  when  necessary, 
by  cinema  films.  Leaflets,  Posters,  etc.  ,  have  been  made  avail¬ 
able  as  and  when  required  and-  special  exhibits,  supplied  by  the 
County  Health  Department,  have  been  on  view  at  Clinics  throughout 
the  Division. 

Liaison  with  Hospitals. 

Close  liaison  continues  between  the  Divisional  Staff  and  the 
local  hospitals  in  order  that  follow-up  of  cases  can  be  efficiently 
carried  out.  Where  necessary,  Home  Helps  have  been  supplied  and 
visits  arranged  to  the  home  by  Health  Visitors  and  District  Nurses.

The  cost  of  convalescence  may  be  recovered  from  the 
applicant  and  the  basis  of  assessment  is  similar  to  that  used  in 
the  Home  Help  Service. 

Under  the  School  Health  Service,  children  of  school  age  are 
provided  with  convalescence  free  of  charge. 

There  has  been  a  number  of  applications  from  persons  who  have 
had  convalescence  during  the  previous  year  and  who  wish  to  make 
convalescence  an  excuse  for  an  annual  holiday.  Cases,  however, have 
been  considered  on  their  merits  and  convalescence  has  only  been 
granted  to  those  definitely  in  need  of  it.

IN  THEIR  OLN  HOMES 

In  order  to  ensure  that  the  most  effective  use  is  made  of 
existing  resources,  and  to  co-ordinate  the  activities  of  all  those 
concerned  with  problem  families  and  children  who  may  he  neglected 
or  ill-treated,  group  meetings  continued  to  he  held  in  various 
parts  of  the  Division. 

These  meetings  are  held  every  quarter,  and  are  presided  over 
hy  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  and  his  assistants.  The 
following  list  indicates  the  representatives  normally  attending 
these  meetings: - 

Area  Children’ s  Officer  and  Members  of  his  staff. 

Education  Officer  and  Members  of  his  Department, 
e.  g.  School  Attendance  Officers. 

N. S.P.C.C.  Inspector. 

Mental  Health  Workers. 

Public  Health. Inspectors, 

Health  Visitors. 

Representatives  of  Local  Housing  Departments. 

Home  Help  Organiser. 

Representatives  of  Local  Voluntary  Bodies. 

National  Assistance  Board. 

Selected  cases  are  discussed  at  these  meetings  when 
observations  are  made  by  those  intimately  concerned,  nfter  due 
deliberation  it  is  usually  agreed  that  the  main  supervision  and 
investigation  for  the  time  being  will  be  delegated  to  the 
appropriate  worker  who,  in  the  meantime,  will  keep  in  touch  with 
those  others  most  concerned  with  the  case  in  question. 

Such  arrangements  present  a  continual  stream  of  workers 
calling  at  the  home  during  a  short  space  of  time. 

It  will  be  appreciated  that  these  meetings  present  at  times 
insuperable  problems,  whilst  others  present  opportunities  for 
help  and  supervision.  In  many  instances  the  constant  supervision 
employed,  whilst  not  solving  a  particular  problem,  is  often  able 
to  oust  deterioration  and  maintain  a  family  on  an  improved  standard. 

During  the  year,  the  Family  Service  Unit,  Liverpool, continued 
to  undertake  the  supervision  of  certain  cases  in  the  Kirkby  area. 

During  the  year,  128  cases  were  under  review  by  the  co-ordi¬ 
nating  Committee,,  a.  decrease  of  1 2  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
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TUBERCULOSIS 


Care  and  after-care  of  tuberculous  patients  and  their 
families  is  carried  out  by  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors,  of 
whom  there  are  three  at  present  in  this  Division.  These  Health 
Visitors  also  perform  duties  in  the  local  Chest  Clinics. 

The  homes  of  known  cases  of  Tuberculosis  are  visited  by  the 
Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  who  advise  the  families  on  the 
principles  of  hygiene  and  the  prevention  of  infection.  Contacts 
of  the  case  are  requested  to  attend  the  Chest  Clinic  for  exami¬ 
nation  to  exclude  tuberculosis  infection.  Tuberculin  negative 
contacts  are  offered  B.C.C-.  Vaccination  and  there  has  been  a  very 
good  response.  Children  and  adolescents  in  constant  contact  with 
chronic  cases  are  examined  repeatedly  at  the  Clinics.  The 
ascertainment  of  contacts  is  at  present  largely  confined  to  those 
at  the  homes  of  tuberculosis  cases. 

D'here  necessary,  tuberculous  patients  are  assisted  when 
difficulties  arise  and  assistance  includes  the  supply  of  nursing 
equipment,  and  the  provision  of  extra  beds  and  bedding  as  well  as 
extra  nourishment. 

The  National  Assistance  Board  may  make  cash  grants  for  the 
purchase  of  extra  nourishment .  The  County  Council  may  not  make 
cash  grants,  but  if  the  Chest  Physician  decides  that  extra  nourish¬ 
ment  is  required  over  and  above  the  provision  made  by  the  Board, 
specified  types  and  quantities  of  food-stuff s  may  be  provided  in 
cases  where  the  patient's  income  falls  below  the  scale  laid  down 
for  the  purpose. 

These  supplementary  issues  are  free  of  charge.  284  cases 
were  provided  with  eggs,  butter,  milk,  and  Horlicks  during  the  year. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  the  Juvenile  Employment  Bureau 
assist  in  the  suitable  placing  in  employment  of  cases  able  to  work. 

The  work  of  the  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitors  has  been  con¬ 
siderably  increased  in  the  Kirkby  area,  as  a  result  of  Tuberculous 
persons  being  given  priority  housing  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation.

Mobile  Units  continued  to  visit  the  Division  from  time  to 
time  during  the  year.  This  enables  the  general  public  and  factory 
workers  to  have  routine  x-rays,  xilso  General  Practitioners  are 
able  to  send  patients  to  these  mobile  units.  During  the  year  the 
regular  x-ray  of  Divisional  staff  by  the  mobile  Mass  Miniature 
Radiography  Units  continued  to  function  as  in  previous  years. 

Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

During  the  year  548  persons  were  examined  at  the  Chest 
Clinics  for  suitability  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  In  consequence 
373  persons  were  subsequently  vaccinated  compared  with  764  during 
the  previous  year. 

Also  during  the  year,  2515  school  children  and  students 
were  tested  for  suitability  for  B.C.G.  Vaccination.  Of  these 
177S  were  subsequently  vaccinated,  and  this  was  carried  out  at 
their  schools.  The  children  who  did  not  need  vaccination  were 
x-rayed  at  the  Chest  Clinics  to  eliminate  any  possibility  of 
disease  of  the  chest. 


HOME  HELP  SERVICE. 


The  number  of  cases  which  received  assistance  from  the  Home 
Help  Service  during  i960  was  1,230,  compared  with  1,275  during 
1959,  and  at  the  end  of  tne  year  164  Home  Helps  were  on  the 
register.  The  Service  continues  to  expand  and  servos  a  very  use¬ 
ful  purpose.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Home  Help  Organiser  to  visit 
the  householders  receiving  assistance  and,  from  her  knowledge, 
both  of  the  homes  and  the  Home  Helps  available,  every  effort  is 
made  to  place  the  most  suitable  type  of  Home  Help  with  a 
particular  type  of  family.

Help  was  provided  during  the  year=-

It  will  be  seen  that  the  service  is  used  to  a  large  extent 
by  the  elderly.  The  amount  of  help  required  by  some  old  people 
is  very  small,  amounting  to  little  more  than  an  hour  or  two 
twice  or  three  times  a  week,  but  such  help  is  sufiicient  to  help 
them  to  keep  their  homes  in  order  and  to  let  them  have  a  feeling 
of  independence.  It  has  been  found  possible,  by  bringing  all 
resources  to  bear  in  several  of  these  cases,  to  prevent  many  old 
people  from  having  to  enter  chronic  sick  wards  in  local  hospitals. 

The  combined  use  of  Home  Helps,  District  Nurses,  Health 
Visitors  and  Voluntary  Organisations ,  is  without  doubt  doing  much 
to  improve  the  lot  of  many  old  and  infirm  people  and  :!0peration 
Sunshine”  is  playing  its  part  in  ascertaining  the  need  of  a 
Home  Help. 

The  Tuberculous  patient  is  also  continuing  to  receive 
assistance  from  the  Home  Help  Service  and  during  the  year, 
assistance  was  given  to  17  such  families.  In  this  connection  the 
closest  liaison  is  maintained  with  the  local  Chest  Physician. 

Night  Helps  wore  supplied  during  the  year  to  a  few  cases 
and. in  several  instances  evening  visits  v/ere  also  provided. 
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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT .  1948  - 

PARTS  III  and  IV 


Part  III  Accommodation 

Part  III  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948?  lays  down 
the  responsibilities  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  connection 
with  the  provision  of  residential  accommodation  for  persons  who, 
by  reason  of  age,  infirmity,  or  any  other  circumstances,  are  in 
need  of  care  and  attention  which  is  not  otherwise  available  to  them. 

Accommodation  is  either  of  a  permanent  or  temporary  nature 
depending  on  the  type  of  case  which  seeks  admission.  Those  who  are 
old  and  infirm  invariably  become  permanent  residents,  whereas  those 
who  have  been  evicted  from  their  homes,  or  rendered  homeless  by 
flood  or  other  catastrophe,  are  regarded  as  temporary. 

Unfortunately,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  re-housing  persons 
who  have  been  evicted  for  non-payment  of  rent,  temporary  accommo¬ 
dation  may  actually  mean  the  accommodation  of  persons  for  considerable 
periods.

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Nursery 


The  Nursery  accommodation  at  :'Delphside”  is  restricted 
to  children  under  the  age  of  three  years.  The  majority  of 
admissions  are  children  of  either  unmarried  mothers  or 
parents  who  have  been  evicted  from  their  homes,  ^s  the 
mothers  of  these  children  are  also  accommodated  at  ’’Delphside” , 
and  in  some  cases  are  found  to  he  ignorant  concerning  even 
the  elements  of  mothercrait,  advantage  has  “been  taken  to 
instruct  them  in  the  fundamentals  of  child  care  and  house 
management.  Excellent  work  continues  to  he  done  in  this 
sphere  hy  the  Matron  and  Staff  at  the  Nursery. 

The  mothers  are  expected  to  carry  out  all  duties  in 
connection  with  their  children  w.  ich  they  would  normally  he 
responsible  for  in  their  own  homes  and,  at  the  same  time, 
they  are  made  responsible  to  some  extent  for  some  domestic 
duties,  not  only  in  trie  Nursery,  hut  also  in  the  accommodation 
allotted  to  them  in  "Delphside” . 

Instruction  is  given  in  knitting,  sewing-  and  cookery 
and  there  is  no  doubt  that  they  are  appreciated  hy  the 
majority  of  the  mothers.  The  main  object  is  to  rehabilitate, 
as  far  as  possible,  in  order  that  when  they  finally  get  a 
home  of  their  own,  they  are  able  to  cope  with  the  many 
difficulties  with  which  they  are  faced. 

Apart  from  the  supervision  which  is  maintained  in  the 
Nursery,  the  mothers  are  encouraged  to  take  their  babies 
to  the  local  welfare  Clinic.  It  is  hoped  that  by  doing  this, 
they  will  be  encouraged  to  continue  such  visits  after  they 
have  left  the  Nursery. 

The  amount  of  rehabilitation  which  can  be  carried  out 
at  ;,Delphside”  is,  however,  fairly  limited  and  it  is  hoped 
the  time  is  not  too  far  distant  when  all  families  can  be 
placed  in  suitable  units  of  accommodation  where  rehabilitation, 
under  adequate  supervision,  can  be  carried  out. 


During  the  year  all  the  establishments  were  provided 
with  excellent  entertainments  by  Local  Concert  Parties. 

The  Local  Voluntary  Fund  Committees  attached  to  the  Hostels 
and  ’'Delphside”  were  also  very  active  in  raising  funds  to 
give  the  residents  additional  amenities  and  the  Divisional 
Health  Committee  have  gratefully  acknowledged  their  efforts.

There  are  also  a  number  of  special  cases  chargeable  to  the  County 
who  are  in  establishments  administered  by  Voluntary  Organisations  and 
other  Local  Authorities.

WELFxlRE  OF  HANDICAPPED  PERSONS 

During  the  year  the  number  of  cases  requiring  occupational 
therapy  has  increased  and  a  large  amount  of  work  has  been  carried 
out,  not  only  in  the  visiting  of  domiciliary  cases,  hut  also  in 
the  Clubs  for  Handicapped  Persons. 

A  great  many  patients  have  been  helped  towards  independence 
in  their  day  to  day  activities  -  dressing,  washing,  eating,  etc. , 
by  training  in  their  own  homes  and  in  a  separate  room  at  the 
Centres,  and  in  some  cases  nids  have  been  provided  to  help  them. 


The  Scheme  for  Handicapped  Persons  includes,  apart  from  the 
Scheme  for  the  Welfare  of  Blind,  Deaf  and  Dumb, persons  in  the

Activities  at  the  Centres  include,  in  addition  to  the 
above  -  draughts,  card  games,  "Beetle”  drives,  and  other  games 
for  groups  of  people.  A  great  many  people  prefer  these  activities 
to  crafts,  as  they  seem  to  encourage  conversation. 

Occupational  Therapy  is  also  provided  for  residents  in 
High  Carrs  Hostel,  and  Quarry  Manor  Hostel,  Huyton. 

Patients  are  referred  for  Occupational  Therapyby  Health 
Visitors,  District  Nurses,  Welfare  Officers,  Personal  Service 
Society,  Home  Help  Organisers  and  assistant  Divisional  Medical 
Officers,  many  of  whom  paid  regular  visits  to  the  Huyton 
Disabled  Persons’  Centre  in  order  to  discuss  cases  and  special 
difficulties. 


Hu.yton  Disabled  Personb’  Centre. 

This  centre  catered  for  38  regular  members,  and  met  twice 
weekly  on  Monday  and  Thursday  afternoons„  This  Club  was 
delegated  to  the  Huyton  Health  Department  on  1st  .qpril,  i960. 

Widnes  Disabled  Persons'  Centre 


During  I960,  this  Club  catered  for  37  regular  members, 
and  met  once  weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoons. 

During  the  year,  two  theatre  trips  were  made  and  a  very 
successful  day  trip  to  Stratford-on-^ von.  The  Christmas  Party 
was  a  great  success  and  was  attended  by  friends  and  relatives 
of  the  patients. 

Kirkby  Disabled  Persons’  Club 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  there  were  only  12  regular  members, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  several  patients  have  now  returned  to  work. 

During  the  year  a  successful  day  trip  was  made  to  Morecambe 
which  was  also  attended  by  friends  and  relatives. 


During  the  year,  30  patients  went  on  a  Convalescent  Holiday 
to  Prestatyn  Holiday  Camp  and  thoroughly  enjoyed  themselves. 

These  Centre,  of  course,  are  self-supporting  with  the 
exception  that  the  rental  of  the  buildings  used  for  their 
meetings  is  paid  by  the  Lancashire  County  Council,  but  funds 
are  raised  through  the  efforts  of  the  members  who  organise 
Jumble  Sales,  &  an  Exhibitions  of  Crafts  made  in  the  district 
have  been  held  in  different  parts  of  the  Division. 

PiiRT  IV  -  REGISTRATION  OF  HOMES  FOR 
OLD  PEOPLE  .HUD  DIS.H3L.ED  PERSONS 


In  accordance  with  Part  IV  of  the  National  Assistant  act, 
1948,  persons  responsible  for  old  people’s  and  disabled  persons’ 
homes  are  required  to  register  with  the  Local  Authority. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  supervise  and 
inspect  the  Homes. 

At  present,  one  home  in  Widnes  is  registered. 

CivRE  OF  THE  AGED  IN  THEIR  OWN  HOMES. 


During  I960,  Voluntary  Old  Peoples’  Welfare  Committees  have 
continued  and  increased  their  work  throughout  the  Division.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  there  was  a  Committee  working  in  every  County 
District,  Urban  District  and  every  Parish,  with  the  exception  of 
two  small  rural  parishes  in  the  ’./his ton  Rural  District. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  most  of  the  work  falls  upon  the 
small  groups  of  enthusiastic  people  who  make  up  these  Committees, 
their  achievements  have  been  worthy  of  praise  and  of  note.  Details 
are  shown  in  the  figures  below.  The  number  of  volunteers  coming 
forward  to  assist  the  Voluntary  Committees  in  their  work  of  home 
visiting  however  is  still  below  that  required  and  is  giving  concern 
in  some  areas.  New  methods  of  approach  and  new  ideas  are  to  be 
tried  and  it  is  hoped  that  at  the  end  of  1 96 1  I  may  be  able  to 
report  a  little  more  satisfactory  progress  on  this  problem. 
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Luncheon  Clubs  have  proved  a  most  successful  idea  and 
following  Rainhill  in  1959?  Clubs  have  been  opened  during  i960 
in  Huyton,  Kirkby,  Prescot,  Rainford,  Knowsley  and  Vhiston.  They 
are  all  working  very  well  and  are  proving  a  help  and  an  encourage¬ 
ment  to  the  many  old  people  using  them.  In  each  case  the  Committee 
acknowledges  the  help  given  to  it  by  the  Local  authority.  Mention 
must  also  be  made  here  of  the  invaluable  work  done  by  the  Womens 
Voluntary  Services  in  the  provision  of  Meals-on-Wheels  to  the 
housebound  people.  In  Rainhill,  where  the  W.V.S.  do  not  operate, 
the  Luncheon  Club  send  out  a  number  of  meals  to  housebound  folk 
who  are  unable  to  attend  the  Club. 

Old  People’ s  Clubs  provide  a  great  service  in  combating 
loneliness  amongst  old  people,  which  is  the  greatest  hardship  they 
have  to  suffer.  The  Clubs  are  many  and  varied  and  details  are 
shown  below,  particular  mention  should  be  made  of  the  Knowsley 
Autumn  Club  who  are  engaged  in  the  purchase  of  their  own  premises 
and  of  the  Widnes Welf are  Committee  who  are  raising  funds  for  the 
building  of  a  Community  Centre  and  Day  Club  in  the  town. 

Many  Clubs  also  arrange  outings  and  holidays  which  enable 
their  members,  who  may  otherwise  be  unable,  to  get  away  for  a 
while  for  a  much-needed  break.

■  SERVICE 

The  ambulance  Service  in  this  Division  continues  to  operate 
in  accordance  with  Section  27  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
1946,  which  requires  each  Local  Health  authority  to  make  provision 
for  ensuring  that  ambulances  and  other  means  of  transport  are 
available, .when  necessary,  for  conveyance  of  persons  suffering 
from  illness,  et-c.  ,  to  hospital. 

The  whole  Division  is  covered  by  County  ambulance  Vehicles 
stationed  at  .<idnes,  Whist  on*  Huyton  and  Kirkby,  all  stations 

operating  on  a  twenty-four  hour  ba$is  with  the  exception  of  Huyton 
which  operates  on  a  sixteen-hour  basis. 
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The  demand  for  ambulances  has  continued  to  he  heavy,  the 
total  number  of  cases  carried  was  73,421  compared  with  67,199 
in  the  previous  year.  Every  effort  is  made,  with  the  co¬ 
operation  of  the  Hospital  authorities  and  General  Practitioners, 
to  reduce  any  abuse  of  the  Service  to  an  absolute  minimum. 

I960  was  the  first  year  that  the  Lancashire  County  entered 
the  National  ambulance  "Service  Competition  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
note  that  the  team  from  Kirkby  gained  such  high  marks,  winning 
the  County  Trophy,  the-  Regional  Trophy  and  the  Pearson  Trophy  in 
the  final  for  the  best  team  award. 

-  ---First  Aid 

All  Ambulance  personnel  are  required  to  obtain  the  First 
Aid  Certificate  of  the  St,  John  ambulance  association  and  of  the 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society,  The  County  Council  also  require  that 
drivers  .should  obtain  qualifications  within  a  reasonable  period 
of  appointment  and  show  themselves  proficient  at  an  annual 
examination.  Facilities  for  the  necessary  training,  refresher 
Courses,  etc. ,  are  made  available  to  the  men  without  charge, 

A  high  standard  has  been  maintained  in  the  First  ...id  and 
Royal  Life  Saving  Society  re-examinations.
